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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 22,36,38 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear how claims 22 and 36 differ in 
scope. Furthermore since independent claim 22 recites that the amount of helium in the 
mixture is from 1% to about 30%, dependent claims 22 and 36 improperly contradict 
independent claim 22 upon which they both depend since claims 22 and 36 recite that 
the amount of helium is about 30% to about 80%. Regarding claim 38, since 
independent claim 33 recites a helium volume proportion of about 30% to about 50% for 
helium, claim 38 is indefinite since it contradicts claim 33 by reciting a larger helium 
range of about 30% to about 80%. Regarding claim 39, since independent claim 34 
recites a helium volume proportion of about 50% to about 70% for helium, claim 39 is 
indefinite since it contradicts claim 34 by reciting a larger helium range of about 30% to 
about 80%. A dependent claim must further limit an independent claim. 

2. Claims 25,28,29,30,33,34 and 37 are allowed.
